1 . The IDS and the amendment filed 1 1/25/2005 under a request for continue 
examination (RCE) have been considered. 

2. The EP Patent Application (EP 1 021 070 A1) with a date of publication 
07/19/2000 is after the present application 09/989,362. Patent abstracts of Japan show 
the following: (JP 04-090512) shows space elements 5 and particles 4 between a cap 
and a substrate; JP 04136916 A and JP 58160927 A both show similar to the previous 
JP Patent 04-090512. Nonetheless, none of the references that submitted by the 
applicants further disclose the following: 

a) An organic light emitting device (OLED) comprising a substrate with a device 
region defined thereon; an active component on a surface of the substrate in the device 
region, wherein the active component includes an organic light emitting diode; a cap 
mounted on the substrate forming a package, the cap creating a cavity over the device 
region sealing the active component; and spacer particles fixed to the active 
component, the spacer particles preventing the cap from contacting the active 
component as set forth in claim 1 ; 

b) A device comprising a substrate with a device region defined thereon an active 
component on a surface of the substrate in the device region; a cap mounted on the 
substrate forming a package, the cap creating a cavity over the device region sealing 
the device component; and spacer particles fixed to the active component, the spacer 
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particles preventing the cap from contacting the active component, wherein the spacer 
particles are coated with an adhesive layer as set forth I claim 8; and 
c) A device comprising a substrate with a device region; a sealing dam surrounding 
the device region; a cap supported by the sealing dam; a spacer particles fixed to a 
surface region to support the cap; a sealing region abutting an outer surface of the 
sealing dam; and an adhesive located in the sealing region, the adhesive hermetically 
sealing the device region as set forth in claim 56.
